RECOGNIZED BY POPE 


Vatican City —(VP)— To 
clarify 


what has been described as a con- 
fused situation, a semi-official state- 
ment from the Vatican today said

yet 


been recognized by the Holy See. 


Immediately after its installation 


the provisional Spanish republican 
government was said to have ad- 
Ircssed the usual diplomatic com- 
munication of its formation to the 
opostolic nuncio at Madrid, expres- 
sing the wish to continue" friendly 
relations with the Holy See. 


Tho nuncio on instructions from 


tho Vatican acknowledged- the com- 
munication and confirmed the Holy 
See's sentiments of particular good 
will toward the Spanish nation.

Marking of the site where the Treaty 


of the Cedars was negotiated nearly 
100 years ago by the white man and the 
Indian, is, we hope, only the beginning 
of a concerted effort to mark more of 
the historical places in the Fox river 
valley and especially in the vicinity of 
Appleton. It was a commendable en- 
terprise on the part of Appleton Lions 
club to sponsor the ceremonies Mon- 
day afternoon and the club will merit 
the appreciation of the public if it con- 
tinues its good work by erecting suit- 
able markers in other places of histor- 
ical interest. 


Particularly significant in Monday's 


ceremonies were the evidences of prog- 
ress in the century since the Indian 
ceded his hunting grounds to the white 
man for a paltry 18 cents an acre, land 
that today is worth nearly 1,000 times 
the price paid the Indians. In the 
short span ~of three generations every 
reminder of this historical event, save 
only the documents themselves, has 
been erased. The very appearance of 
the place has been altered in the march 
of progress. Where cnce grew the 
cedars that gave the place its name 
now stand industrial buildings; where 
the Indians pitched their tepees a rail- 
road roars with loads of commerce. 


•s 
But for the'marker^dedicated Monday 
every reminder^of this historical event 
would be entirely blotted from memory. 


It is important that our people oc- 


casionally pause in their daily pursuits 
to contemplate the history of the com- 
munity in which they live. In the dis- 
couragements and hardships which our 
forbears surmounted our people may 
find inspiration and strength for their 
own struggles, and perhaps there will 
be awakened a keener appreciation for 
the services rendered by those who 
preceded us. If the 
Lions club, by 


marking historical places, can arouse a 
keener public interest in our history, 
it-will be performing a valuable public 
service. 


SIGNS OF THE TIMES 


Various leaders of the Republican 


party are making Herculean efforts to 
handle the prohibition question in 
some way so that they won't have to 
handle it. That is, they are attempt- 
ing the avoidance of a definite policy 
about it. 


When the Progressives came togeth- 


er for their conference they announced 
that prohibition would not be consid- 
ered. In this regard they are as big 
pussyfooters as their Republican breth- 
ren. 


On the other hand some lelief may 


be found from this muggy and de- 
pressing atmosphere. 


Most of the Democratic chiefs, the 


really important ones, have evidenced 
no fear in grappling with the question. 
They seem willing and desirous at all 
times of fighting any effort to sidetiack 
an issue of such overwhelming impor- 
tance to the people and the well being 
of the country. 


Not long ago James M. Cox, former 


governor of Ohio, and Democratic 
nominee for the presidency in 1920 ad- 
dressed himself like this: 


"I ask you whether any great Dem- 


ocrat was ever moved by considera- 
tions of temporary expediency, or by 
his sense of duty. What is our duty 
now? What is the expedient thing to 
do, and what is the thing to do if we 
follow the dictates of our own con- 


, sciences? Let us consider our duty. 


The duty of government as promoted 


- by political parties is to strike down, 


to regulate, to control anything which 
menaces our social state. That is our 
duty, and if you will come into some 
parts of the north (he was addressing 
himself to the anti-Raskob Southern 


vdrys), I think you will agree that gov- 
ernment as we once understood it has 


' been paralyzed by corrupting influ- 


ences of gangsters and racketeers— 


^ shackled by chains of hypocrisy." 


No one apparently is to have a just 


. cause for accusing the Democrats of 
\ pussyfooting. 


BELASCO 


There is something wholesome, sim- 


ple and inspiring in the life story of 
David Bejasco. 'He knew what he 
wanted to do when he was 14. He 
produced a play "that year, and when 
he died the other day the spangled 
lights of Broadway were carrying the 
name of his 400th play. 


Belasco achieved greatness because 


he saw the all-together human appeal 
that the make-believe world has for 
people who sit at typewriters, stand 
behind counters, or discuss the world's 
business in the Main Street and Wall 
Street offices. 


They want a cross-section of life. 


Something stimulating, varied, sym- 
pathetic, humorous, sad at times, but, 
above all, distinctly human and real. 
Not puppets moved by a string. Not 
actors who say clever lines that are 
just words in their mouths. But some- 
thing that is so genuine it could have 
been lived, with the added dramatic 
vigor that the stage has and life dis- 
guises. 


It is because of this human interest 


and understanding of David Belasco's 
that those who love the make-believe 
world are sad. The stage lights are 
shining as brightly as ever. The play 
goes on, as the master of stagecraft 
would have wanted it, too. The play is 
the thing, Shakespeare said long ago. 
Belasco was great because he knew 
the truth of that statement. 


Maybe people learned a lesson or 


two from life a little more clearly be- 
cause David Belasco lived and drama- 
tized. It is easier to catch the impres- 
sion of anything that is portrayed pic- 
torially. But 
certainly "people ap- 


proached a"keener understanding of the 
relationship of art and life because he 
gathered the vibrancy and ..pathos and 
humor of it all, and put it on the stage, 
for the •world to see. 


Most of the truly great lessons aren't 


taught by people who write serious 
books with the mpral nicely outlined 
at the beginning and summed up in a 
conscientious manner at the end. That 
sort of thing isn't hard to do. It isn't 
especially important, either, because it 
doesn't get an audience. 


It takes someone who has keen un- 


derstanding of life as it is lived, a vivid 
sense that the public has a conscience 
and a set of values and a certain 
amount of mentality to help life along. 


For such a. person will do the thing 


that he wants to do for the love of the 
doing. To be true to his art, to be 
progressive in his profession, he has to 
grow. He will help the world-along,- 
but he won't know that he has. And 
neither will it. David-Belasco played 
thai way. Perhaps that is why he suc- 
ceeded.

situation, although there is the other 
view which will strike some ears as 
sounder—that difficult times tend to 
bind ties tighter, bringing a closer bond 
of sympathy and support, whereas easy 
financial times attract thousands along 
the primrose pathway that so often 
leads to the courthouse.

charge stops as a consequence or re- 
sult of the infection getting into the 
brain membranes, and not as the 
cause of it. Then this bird, and sev- 
eral dozen others, -waddle along as 
calmly as you please and tell, me I 
said the very opposite.

THERE OUGHT TO BE A LAW 
To the Kditor—One manifestation. 


of the flagrant contempt for la-w- 
and of the abuse of American clti- 
zenship now prevailing in this com- 
tnunity Is to be -'ound in the gather- 
ing of dandelions. On the face of it, 
this statement sounds like an at- 
tempt at humor, but it is not that. 
It should be a. matter of utmost con- 
cern for every icsponsible citizen 
who has the welfare of city and. 
country at heart. 


Doubtless because this subject 


seems so ildiculous, I have not seen 
it discussed before. Stop and con- 
sider! Is it any worse to convert 
grapes to illicit uses thai* dande- 
lions? If anything, the contrary is 
true, for nobody would declare that 
he is plucking dandelions for jelly. 
He'd scarcely pretend that he -nants 
the flowers to beautify his home, or ' 
he's not snap off the blooms at the 
head, taking none of the stems. 


The point is that many persona 


openly flaunt their disrespect for the 
prohibition law, without subterfuge 
and. without shame—laugh, of you 
will—by picking dandelions. That 
would not be so bad, were It not for 
the example they set for impres- 
sionable and imitative children. Last 
Saturday I saw three boys, aged 
about 9 to 12 years, assiduously 
plucking1 off heads of dandelions on. 
the lawn of a church. Each had a 
quart jar beside him. If I -were In- 
clined to wager, I'd say that the 
parents of one of these boys, if they 
were not brothers, sent him to pick: 
the dandelions so that they could 
convert them into -wine in their 
home. The other two, whose parents 
probably knew nothing of the mat- 
ter, probably helped him to be com- 
panionable. Thus, the elders of one 
family not only corrupted their own 
boy, but other Innocents as well.

nize the unorganized. Such a step, it 
said, would enable more wage earn- 
ers to "make use of collective ac- 
tion" against lower pay proposals. 


Asserting the American wage earn- 


ers and their dependents constitute 
85 per cent of the population and it 
is the goods they purchase which 
maintain American industries, the de- 
partment said "the present depres- 
sion was caused principally by the 
failure of industry to pay wages in 
proportion to the wealth being cre- 
ated." 


"Some of those who reaped inordi- 


nate profits during the so-called peri- 
od of prosperity, are now endeavor- 
ing to force labor to bear the burden 
of the employers' unsound and uneco- 
nomic business policies," the depart- 
ment said. 


The federation itself and President 


Green of the organization have said 
that labor would resist any attempts 
at general wage reductions.

Child Will 
Take Joy In 


His Lessons 


BY AXGELO PATRI 


There Is a, time in the life of each 


child -when there la joy In learning 
some special thing. Each etep in 
growth has its time alotted. If we 
catch that time by Ita forelock and 
do the teaching-,'the child knows the 
joy of learning. He overflows with" 
happiness at his success. He Is tire- 
less In his effort. Let the joy season 
go by and learning for that special 
department of knowledge, becomes a 
pain. I cannot believe that painful 
learning: is ever as high in quality or 
as great in depth as the knowledge 
gained in the joy time. 


Little children learn to read with 


joy in the early school years, along 
about the time when they are five 
and six. It is easy to get them to 
read then. They love to find new 
words, make new sounds, hear and 
tell new stories, add to their vocabu- 
lary and their library. But let those 
years pass without the instruction 
and learning to read is slow, uphill 
work. The' joy has departed and 
only the drugery remains. 


In the middle grades of the ele- 


mentary school the children like to 
learn rules, tables, lists of dates, all 
the rhythmical facts of the course 
o£ study. They like prim order m 
the classroom. They like the teacher 
to mark their work right or wrong. 
They count marks and work lor 
place on the honor rolls. This is the 
joy time for routine knowledge. The 
time to lay the foundation for all 
sorts of study. The 
elements 
of 


learning are easily mastered in these 
grades and the children are happy 
doing this sort of work. But let them 
go into the upper 
grades without 


knowing their rules, lists and facts, 
and at once they lose all interest in 
school and drop behind. The joy time 
has passed and a new joy time is 
one. 
They cannot enter into it be- 


cause they have not the key knowl- 
edge required. 


Foreign languages are learned best 


in the early years. The best •na.y to 
learn a language is to use it and lit- 
tle children, in the early years, en- 
joy language. Talk the languages 
jou want the children to know and 
Jet them learn in the joy time. The 
joy time for grammer comes m the 
early high school years. The joy 
time for language Is in the first five 
or six or seven years. 


"When you find that a child has 


difficulty in learning a subject look 
first to see if it is past the joy 
time. If It is, change the method of 
approach 
to meet the stage of 


growth of the child. Often a new 
method of attack will bridge the dif- 
Ciculty. 


Not that t am saying that chil- 


dren always like to study their les- 
sons. Normal healthy children rebel 
against routine every once in a while 
and then we know that we have not 
varied the monotony enough and 
hasten to put a new hat on the 
Red Hen. They will go on cheerfully 
once more when that is accomplish- 
ed. But if they dwell in complete ab- 
straction while you try to teach, 
omething is wrong. I/ook for the 
icy to the joy time.

The fact is, however, we have speed- 
, ed up industrially in this country as 
a result of the mass production idea 
and the invention of machinery with 
a result that we have a manufactur- 
ing-plan capacity much In excess of 
our export or home consumption ca- 
pacity. 


"We have not only an 
excess of 
plant capacity in our country, but as 
a result of the invention of machin- 
ery each year, we have an increasing 
number of workmen who cannot find 
employment. In other words we are 
producing more goods each year with 
fewer workmen. 


"In 1920 the railroads 
employed 


about 2,000,000 men with a total 
wage fund of $3,600,000,000. In 1S29 
the railways employed only 1,662,000 
with a total wage fund of $2,896,000,- 
000, a decrease of about 17 per cent 
in men while the wages paid decreas- 
ed 21 per cent. The same situation 
exists in almost every line of indus- 
try, greater production with fewer 
men. 


"Our 
Industrial democracy Is on 
trial today as never before in our' 
country's history. The great problem 
before the country is to so reorganize 
our industrial system, either through 
legislation or through voluntary ac- 
tion on the part of the leaders of in- 
dustry so as to avoid or at least les- 
sen materially the suffering 
that 


comes to our country from Industrial 
depression. This problem cannot be 
solved alone by legislation, but, it 
must be solved through the coopera- 
tion and assistance of our industrial 
leaders. It is a problem for our think- 
ing men and women of America who 
are not in public life or charged with 
political responsibilities. It Is a prob- 
lem for all our citizens to help to 
solve."

Nasturtiums furnish j,reat masses 


of flo~ers in unusual tones of yel> 
low, orange, red to almost black that 
are ideal material for bowls for the 
table. This old-fashioned flower with 
its spicy fragrance and glowing col- 
ors is enjoying a well-deserved come- 
back. A few bowls of orange red 
nasturtiums, bowls being black, on 
a green cloth, as summer flower 
shows gave the plant an instant 
popularity. It is fine cutting mate- 
rial because it has good stems for 
wide bowls, 


The nasturtium is a fine plant and 
sure bloomer for a garden of rather 
poor, dry soil. This is a. condition 
that exactly suits this plant. It will 
bloom, magnificently and make a 
fine display. In richer, moister soil, 
it will develop wonderful foliage, but 
it •will not be so free to bloom and 
the bloom will be partly concealed 
by the foliage. Don't give nastur- 
tiums rich fare.

The tall sorts would be climhera if 
nature gave them any means of 
'climbing. Making stems sometimes 
ten feet in length, they have neither 
tendrils, suckers, nor a twining stem 
to enable them to guide their 
growth.

boxes in apartment buildings where 
they are often used with good ef- 
fect, the swaying sprays studded 
with bloom giving a very decorative 
effect even if the tenant on the floor 
below may get more benefit than 
the owner of the apartment who 
planted the nasturtiums.

Rusy the use of mulch paper about 
a small fruit tree is the best meth- 
od of killing quack grass and other 
•weeds and of" promoting the max- 
imuni growth of the tree. As about 
stalks of growing: corn, quack grass 
robs a fruit tree of moisture and 
plant food and 
prevents 
possible 


growth of the tree. 
The 
mulch 


paper not only kills the weeds, but 
It also 
prevents 
evaporation ' of 


moisture, directs rain fall about the 
roots of a tree and increases 
the 


action of nitrogen—collecting bac- 
.teria -in the soil. 
The higher tem- 


perature under the 
paper 
draws 


moisture from the surrounding: soil. 


Mr. Rusy advised the fruit grow- 


er to lay a. piece of mulch paper, S 
by 6 feet, on the ground find in con- 
tact with one side of the trunk of 
a tree, and to lay a second piece of 
the same dimensions on the other 
side of the trunk.

ing number of deaths and 
injuries 


Irom automobile accidents continues 
to be one of the most bothersome 
problems confronting casualty insur- 
ance companies. Statistics 3ust com- 
piled by & company in the automo- 
bile insurance field, show that more 
than 180,000 persons have been in- 
jured and killed in 16",000 motor ve- 
hicle accidents during the first quar- 
ter of this year. Deaths alone totaled 
6,600, an, increase of more than 9 per 
cent over the record breaking year 
1930. 


While insurance men believe the 


highway accident problem is one of 
public concern, they realize that they 
have a direct responsibility in seek- 
ing and effecting a. solution. 


In the opinion of one prominent "n- 


surance 
executive, the 
causualty 


companies must be more certain that 
applicants for liability and property 
damage policies are acceptable risks. 
Not only should the person in whose 
name the policy is written have a 
good driving record, but an investi- 
gation should be made to determine 
whether the other members of Ms 
family who use the car would be ac- 
cepted.

sured "person's family. 


Merit rating of automobile- risks, 


a-system whereby drivers who avoid 
accidents are given preferential rates 
hag been used generally by the cas- 
ualty companies in the last two years 
as a means of promoting accident 
prevention.

Promote Safety 


They also claim that it would tend 


to promote highway safety because 
motorists are penalized directly for 
any damage they cause; and that it 
would help prevent easy settlement 
of insurance claims because of the in- 
terest of the insured driver in the 
matter. 


It is considered unlikely in insur- 


ance circles, however, that this pro- 
posal will be retained in_any .jnend- 
ment that may be made this year to 
the compulsory insurance law. "While 
motorists of the bay state have com- 
plained at the increases made in their 
automobile insurance rates since the 
compulsory law 
became 
effective, 


they are not likely to favor a plan 
which insures their risks beyond the 
first $100 of damage.. 


While such a system would un- 


doubtedly have some mitigating In- 
fluence upon the accident situation, 
it ignores completely one important 
factor-—the pedestrian.
